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IN THE SPECIFICATION 

The second full paragraph on page 1 has been amended as follows: 

A typical conventional woodwork drill bit described in the Japanese Patent 
Application Laid-Open (Kokai) No. 2002-210708 2002 21708 has a raked blade at the tip of a 
single spiral lead and a scribing blade that sticks out at the position opposite to the diameter 
direction of the raked blade. The applicant of the present invention has also developed a 
special woodwork drill bit to be used with a mechanical feeding means as described in the 
Japanese Utility Model Application Laid-Open (Kokai) No. H6-50162. This drill bit has two 
leads formed on it, and a cutting blade is established at the tip of each lead. 
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
